Editorial Correspondence. 

As we descended the western portion 
of the Coast Range, a region most wild- 
ly varied with spurs, hills, ridges, Vales, 
gorges, deep cuts, steep declivities, level 
flats, strips of woods, acres of forests, 
ditinrel lands, rugged wilds, and culti- 
vated fields, we were pleased to see how 
many good, intelligent and enterprising 
families had hidden themselves away in 
romantic locations, and, unseen to the 
casual passer, were gathering around 
them all the comforts and loveliness of 
refined homes, in numbers enough for 
good schools and local public worship. 
At one of these pleasant homes on the 

*San Gregorio Creek, we had stopped for 
the night, where we learned an item of 
much advantage to the wheat growers 
in some portions of the country—so we 
give it for their benefit. Our worthy 
host, a large and successful farmer, Mr. 
Bell, informed us that, on that side of 
the mountains, he and others, for a num- 
ber of years, had not been able, with 
blue stone, to prevent their wheat from 
smutting badly. But, for the last six 
years, by the following pla, he had not. 
seen a head of smutty wheat in his 
fields: Take a suitable good board 
trough, holding two or three barrels of 
water, with a good box over one end, 
having tké bottom perforated as a Ba 
er, Fill the trough two-thirds full of a 
strong common salt brine ; scatter into 
this a bushel or more of soll wheat, and 
the heavy brine at once causes the bad 
kernels, oats, wheat, ‘and often the bar- 
ley, to rise to the top, which can imme- 
diately be thrown off, leaving the seed 
the cleanest possible. Now, shovel the 
wheat into the upper box for a five min- 
utes’ draining. Then throw this wheat 
into another convenient box, mixing 
with it about three-quarters or so of | 
good slacked lime, and stir all well to- 
gether, fill every seed is coated: white 
with lime. Sack this wheat at once for 
the field, sowing it in the course of the 
day, vefore the lime gets so dry as to fly 

off. Smut in wheat is never found af- 
ter this treatment, if the whole thing is 
well done. As in different regions, one 
measure may succeed where another 
does not, it would be well for farmers to 
try this method to avoid smut, wherev- 
er blue stone fails or cannot well be had. 

"Not only does it prevent smut, but’ the 
lime is important to mature the wheat, 
insuring a better crop. 

This whole region is most attractive to 
recreationists from the interior and from 
the cities.

Letter from Mexico. 
Dear Paciric :—Just one month ago 
to-day, amid the good-byes and kindest 


‘wishes of precious friends on the wharf, 


we took leave of California for Mexico. 
The old steamer California carried us 
safely and pleasantly down the Pacific, 
as far as San Blas, about fifteen hundred. 
miles from San Francisco. We made 
the voyage in eight days, without ex- 
periencing anything of the grandeur or 
unpleasantness of a storm at sea. The] 
officers did all in their power to make 


the trip agreeable—many thanks and a} 


long life/to them—and the steamer glid-

We then wended our 
way to a nameless hotel, kept by Este- 
van Toolos. Dinner was served under 
a thatched shed in the hotel yard, the 
rooms only being used for sleeping 
apartments. The cooking was excellent, 
and we tasted here for the first time the 
national dish, tortillas and frijoles. We 
commend our host to our California 
friends stopping here—board and lodg- 
ing, $1.50 per day. 

San Blas is not an attractive place to 
live in, Streets are narrow and sandy, 
fleas, sand flies, and mosquitoes abound, 
the water is not very pure, and business 
very dull. The houses present a uni- 
form appearance, adobe walls, relieved 
by iron gratings in the place of windows. 
We retired to sleep amid the mingled 


Our slumbers ‘were interrupted by the 
stage agent, who desired us to pay for. 
our seats in the stage that would leave 
for Tepic in the morning. At two 
o’clock A. M., we were on our way to 
Tepic, distant sixty miles from San Blas. 

The stage was American style, but the 
mules and drivers decidedly Mexican. 

Seven small mules were’ required to 
draw us—two wheelers, two leaders and 
three in the center. Two men are nec- 
essary for each stage. One holds the 
lines and whips, while the other pelts 


an almost incessant shouting. Over 
much of the road it was impossible to 
go faster than a walk, but when there 
was a hill to descend or a plain not 
gorged with the rains, they drove alarm- 
ingly fast. Every twenty miles the 
mules are changed. Sometimes it was 
necessary for all to get out and walk. 
The drive by starlight was peculiarly 
wild and romantic over the Mexican 
road. Now floating lazily across the 
crystal channel on an immense raft, now 
plunging recklessly adown some ravine, 
then slowly creeping up a high, high 
hill, and thus it} was along the entire: 
route. Not one mile of the road were 
we.able to retain our seats without 
clinging tenaciously to the sides of the 
coach. Tall, delicate grasses, huge cac- 
tus, bananas - ‘and tamarinds, formed a 
grand. avenue nearly the whole way. 
At short intervals, richly flowered vines 
tangled themselves into matchless arch- 
es and bowers. The Coffee tree, with 
its bright green leaf and crimson bean, 
and the Orange, with its dark green leat 
and yellow fruit, added greatly to the 
beauty of the scenery. The wretched 
huts of the Indian ranchos seemed 
strangely poor amid such _ richness. 
Mangy curs, naked children and hungry 
looking men and women clustered about 
each of these ranchos. At three o’clock 
p. M., after thirteen hours of bumping, 
tossing and pitching, we arrived in Tepic, 
At the hotel we are surprised to hear 
that the place is in a state of revolution, 
and the troops are expected to have a 
battle at four o’clock. Our informant 
coolly told us he was waiting to see the

Clergymen and the New Code, 
The new Code of laws goes into effect 


are some of its provisions that need to be 
understood by the ministers of the Gos- 
pel, we give a summary of some statutes 
concerning marriages and funerals. 

It is considered essential to the validi- 
ty of a marriage ceremony that the par- 
ties declare in the presence of»the one 
solemnizing the marriage, that they 
take each other as husband and wife. 
The officiating clergyman may either 
accept the license as evidence that no 
impediment stands in the way of a pend- 
ing marriage, or go back of the license, 


and take the testimony of witnesses, 
He must make sign, endorse upon, or 


attach t to the. Hoense a certificate show- | 


ing: 


| inquiry there appears to be no legal im- 


pediment to the marriage. 

2. The names and places of residence 
of one or more witnesses to the ceremony. 

3 The fact, time and place of solem- 
nization. 

The above facts are from sec- 
tions 71, 72 and 73 of the Civil Code. 

From sections 3074, 3076, 3077, 3081, 
3082, of the Political Code, we gather 
the facts : 

Those who perform the marriage cer- 
emony must keep a registry of the time 
of each marriage so celebrated, the resi- 
dence, the names in full,-the place of 
birth, the age and eoudidicie of each par- 
ty, and whether either party has ever 
been before married, if so, te whom, and 
whether the person with whom such for- 
mer marriage was contracted is living or 
dead. If any of our clerical readers 
think that they will require an amanu- 
ensis to assist them in recording the life 
and times of parties “‘coming to the par- 


son,” we fear that’ they will need to call 


in the aid of a confidential clerk in sea-’ 


sons of epidemic, for it appears that cler- 


gymen who have officiated at a funera 
must keep a registry of the name, age, - 
resdeuce, and time of death of such*per- 
son... 

He also must pe be file with the 
County Recorder a certified copy of his 
register offunerrls. All such certificates 

must specify, as near as can be ascertain- 
ed, the name in full, age, occupation, 
term ‘of residence in a city or county, 
birth-place, condition, whether single or 
married, widow or widower, race, color, 
last place of residence, and cause of 
death of all decedents, 

All clergymen and others, reporting 
deaths to the County Recorder; must 
pay to him a fee of twenty-five cents for 
the registration of each name. This fee 
must be payed primarily by the parents 
or other next of kin to the person whose 
death is reported. In case the fee is not 
paid by the nearest relative, the report 
must nevertheless be made to the Re- 
corder, and the Board of Supervisors 
must order it paid from the general “a 
of the county. 

This provision for paying the hood 
er seems to us an unfortunate one. It 
is not sufficiently large to compensate 
him for the time and labor spent in re- 
cording the items concerning the deced- 
ents, and at the same time it givesa 
clergymen the option of presenting to a 
bereaved friend a bill of twenty-five 
cents, or paying the sum out of his own 
purse. That inmost cases he-would pre- 
fer the latter course is very evinent. 

The importance of due attention to 
the proper registration of deaths. is ap- 
parent: when it is known that neglect or 
refusal to comply with the reqnirements 
of the law, renders one liable to a fine 
of fifty dollars. 

It is probable that suitable blanks will 
be furnished with the marriage license, 
and that the State will have furnished 
the necessary blanks for reporting to the 
County Recorder concerning funer4ls. 
If not, our enterprizing publishers will] 
soon apprize all parties interested of 
their intentions.in the matter.

The Wisdom of God. 

God has not only created all things 
beautiful and wonderful in themselves ; 
He has fitted them all to each other; 
He has made them all by weight and 
measure ; He has. formed them, as it 
were, with a balance in His hand, in 


such a way that if even one of them bad | 


been but a little greater or a little less 
in proportion to the others, this beautiful 
world would soon have fallen into ruins, 
and no living thing could have existed 
on it. 

‘Do you wish examples of this? They 
are innumerable—the only difficulty is 
to choose which to tell you. Let us 

_ take the air as the first example. God 
-(reated the atmosphere on the second 
day. It has been reckoned that it sur- 
rounds the world to the height of about 
fifty miles above our heads. It might 
seem to you a very trifling matter, but 
if it were a few miles less in height 
‘—as, for instance, at the top of Mont 
Blanc—the barometer would stand at 
sixteen inches, and men and animals 
would soon be suffocated. If, on the 
contrary, it were a few miles more in 
height, the barometer would stand at 


more than forty-seven inches; it would be | 
' insupportably hot wherever the rays of 


the’ sun could reach, and your lungs 
could not bear it long. You may judge 
of it by the Dead Sea, where the atmos- 
phere is only a quarter of a mile higher, 
and where the barometer stands at twen- 
.ty-nine and three-quarters, but where 
the heat is excessive, and the air very ir- 
ritating to the lungs, as we are told in 
the account of Lieutenant Lynch’s expe- 
dition. And if the atmosphere were 
higher still, the winds would be irresisti- 
ble—our houses and our trees would be 
thrown down, we should take inflamma- 
tion in the luugs, and the nature of all 
things around us would be entirely 
changed. 


* Take another example. On the third 


‘day God formed the seas and the dry 
land. If thedry land were a little hard- 
er than it is, we could not cultivate it— 
we could neither plough nor dig. Tle 
roots of the plants could not pierce the 
hard soil, and they would perish. If, on 
the contrary, the earth were ‘softer than 
it is, we should sink in the soil, as we do 
in a ploughed field after rain ; and neith- 
er houses, nor trees, nor plants could be 
kept firm in the ground. If the water 
of the sea were heavier, all the fishes 
would be borne up to the surface, and 
would be unable to swim in it; and 
they would soon die as they do in the 
Dead Sea, whose water is only a quar- 
ter heavier than distilled. water. And 
if the water of the sea were lighter, the 
fish would be too heavy to swim, and 
would sink down and die at the bottom.

greater part of the year; whilst, on the 
other hand, by this admirable arrange- 
ment, their depths never freeze. 

You may “think, perhaps, that it 
would be a matter of indifference to us 
whether our globe were a little larger or 
a little smaller than it is, since for so 
many years men lived upon it in total 
ignorance of its size. But there is a 
necessary proportion between the size 
and weight of the earth and the strength 
which God has given to our limbs and 
muscles. If, for example, we could be 
be conveyed to the moon, and if it were 
like the earth in all respects except its 
size, we should there weigh five times 
less than we do-upon the earth. We 
might bound up like grasshoppers to a

\ Local Option in New Jersey. 

THE temperance campaign in this 
state is still going on, and to-day, we 
are prepared to report an item of prog- 
ress. For some months we have been 
waiting the slow march of legal pro- 
cesses. Vineland has bad a local op- 
tion law for ten years, and has annually

voting in regard to the granting of 
licenses. A generallaw for the whole 
state was advocated strongly in certain 
quarters, and the enemy became alarmed. 
Chatbam proceeded to vote on the ques- 
tion and decided against license by an 
emphatic majority. This encouraged 
the temperance forces, and still farther 
alarmed the euemy. The brewers and 
the grogsellers rallied their strength to 
resist the passage of the general law. 
Politicians were somewhat embarrassed. 
The democratic members of the legisla- 
ture took ground at once open!y in op- 
position. The republicans feared both 
the temperance bands and the cohorts 
of alcohol, and, like ‘the bat in the 
famous war between the beasts and the 
birds, hardly knew to which party it be- 
longed. | 
A cunning device gave them a little 
space to watch the battle and guess the 
result. They secured the passage of a 
resolution asking the opinion of Attor- 
ney-General Gilchrist in reference to the 
constitutionality of the proposed law. 
The democrats had decided to throw 
their weight in the opposition, and the 
Attorney-General belongs to that party. 
The opinion was promptly given against 
the law, and the whisky hosts were tri- 
umphant and happy. 
The Chatham law, meanwhile, went 
into operation, and closed up. the foun- 
tains of death in that fortunute town. 
ship. The tavern at Madison held out 
longer than the beer saloons, because it 
was licensed for the year ending in May, 
1872. When the year ended, the pro- 
prietor, Michael Sandford, went to the 
county court with his usual recommeda- 
tion, and asked a renewal of his license. 
His papers were all in due form. Twelve 
freeholders certified in regard to Sand- 
ford’s reputation for honesty and temper.

not to the election of a king, but to the 
calling of a convention of the people, for 
the purpose of forming a new constitu- 
tion, and: of establishing thereby a form 
of government which shall dispense 
with the pomps, vanities and expendi- 
tures of a king and a court. We are in 
no haste to haye the Islands annexed to 
to the United States. They will be, 
hereafter, we have no doubt, and for 
their sakes the sooner the better. Our 
government will, of course, see to it that 


they are not drifted in any other direc- 


tion, and are not taken possession of by 
any other power. Thus guarded, the 
people must be allowed to take their 
own time for becoming identified with 
the great republic. Concerning the 
event, the Commercial Advertiser, of 
f{fonolulu, fitly says: ‘‘ The death of the 
king without an appointed and proclaim- 


ed successor, causes a lapse in our politi- } 


cal life, and leads to disputed succession. 
But happily for the country in this 
emergency, our population is sparse, so 
peaceable, and so entirely ameanble to 
law, that we need not fear any disturb- 
ances, such as have occurred in other 
kingdoms on the event of disputed suc- 
cession. The Hawaiian people, native 
and foreign born, are now sovereign. 
Let them consider well how they dele- 
gate their powers.- Allegiance ceases 
with the life of the prince. On this oc- 
casion let it only be renewed to an au- 
thority that fully pepetes the will of 


the people.”

A hundred years 
ago, the Jesuits were banished from 
Rome by a pope; now they are to be 
banished. by a parliament. The follow- 
ing dispatch shows what sort of prelim- 
inary work is doing in the vicinity of 
the Vatican: “The Committee of the 
Chamber of Deputies, which has under 
consideration the Religious Corporations 
bill, at the sitting Dec. 10th, adopted a 
resolution declaring tke suppression of 
the Society of Jesuits, including the es- 
tablishment of the Order in Rome, 
imperatively demanded by-the interests 
of the nation.

But the 
great difficulty is, that when we give 
most earnest utterance to “ charity be- 
gins at home,” we are least likely to be 
in @ mood to begin and carry out much 
charity either at home or abroad. 

It may not be amiss to call attention 
to a fact—though it be for the one 
thousandth time—that the more intelli- 
gently people come to consider the claims 


those who are blest with the gospel and 
its fruits, the more ready and helpful 
they become in good works at home. 
Indeed, it would not be strange if the 
fact should appear that the very best 
way to prevent the growth and increase 
of the hoodlum tribe, would be to in- 
terest as many boys as possible in mis- 
sions for the heathen. 
brought up on the “ charity begins at 
home” principle, more naturally learn to 
care first of all for self, from which the 
transition is most natural to care for 
none but-self. 

We are ready to modify our views on 
this point, however, somewhat, when we 
shall have been shown one well-devel- 
oped jhoodlum who was ever carefully 
trained in @ missionary spirit and could 
give an intelligent account of the his- 
tory and progress of missions in the 
world. We suppose there always will 
be some to say about the missions, as 
did some of old about the breaking of 
the box of ointment, “why this waste ?” 

It seems to many a waste of time and 
money to send men to convert the heath- 
en. But the truth is, that money has 
not in this world been used to better 
advantage, nor brought more remunera- 
tive results than in missionary work. 
We believe this would hold true, if no 
other results were reckoned than those 


of commercial advantage, and the geo- 


graphical and scientific gain- 
ed to the world by it.. 

Yet these are only claimed as thé sub- 
ordinate and*incidental results. If our 
own civilization,is worth anything as 
compared with the barbarism of idola- 
ters, we oweit to missions. When the 
early christians sent missionaries to Sax- 
ony and the. British Isles, doubtless there 
were those who thought it would be 
better to spend more time praying for 
hoodlums of Italy and Greece, instead 
of troubling about the pagans of the 
Germau forests. But from the convert- 
ed pagans—converted by the prayers, 
money and labors of self-denying chris- 
tians—came England and America, now 
the foremost nations of the earth. 

One great difficulty with those who 
put a light estimate on missionary work 
is, that they are not informed as to the 
results of that work. 

At the meeting referred to above, the 
fact was brought out, of a native pastor 
in Central Turkey preaching toa church 
of 850 members with a society embrac- 
ing 1100 peoplé. And yet there are

How to Drive a Horse. 
Young man,I see you are about to 
take a drive this morning, and will offer 
you some advice. Your horse is restive, 
and wants to be off before you are ready; 
i may as well break him of this now, 
t any other time, and hereafter you 
will find it has been a half hour well 
spent. Just give me the reins, while you 

put your foot on the steps as if to get in: 
the horse makes a move to go; I tighten 
the reins and say, Whoa. Now put your 
foot on the step again; the horse makes 
another move, I hold the reins and speak 
to him again. The horse is getting excit- 
ed. Pat him a little on the neck, and 
talk to him soothingly. Put your foot 
on the step again, and repeat this pro- 
cess until the horse will stand for you to 
get in, and adjust yourself in your seat 
and tell him to go. A few such lessons 
will train him so he will always wait 


_ for your order before starting. 


Now, as your horse has just been fed, 
drive him at a very gentle pace for the 
first two or three miles, until he warms 
up and his body becomes lighter. But 
before you start, let me show you how 
to hold the reins. Take them in your 
left hand, have them of equal length 
from the bit, and to cross each other in 
your hand, the off side one resting on 
your first finger, the other on the fourth 
finger, the back of the hand upwards. 
Now, in guiding the horse you have 
only to use the wrist joint, which will 
direct him either right or left as you 
wish. Keep your hand steady, with a 
gentle pressure on the bit—no jerking or 
switching of-the reins. If more speed is 
wanted, take the whip in your hand, to 
be gently used for that purpose—be 
careful not to apply it any harder than 
is necessary to bring him up to the re- 
quired speed. 

Speak to him soothingly, and intimate | 
in the most gentle manner what you 
want him to do, and he will try to do 
it. So noble an animal should not be 
handled roughly, nor over-driven. | 

When you return, have the har- 
ness removed at once, and the horse 


rubbed down with a wisp of straw or 


hay. Give him a bite of grass or hay, 
and let him cool off before being wa- 
tered or fed. Every one who handles 
a horse, or has anything to do with 


one, should in the first place culti- 


vate his acquaintance, let him know 
that you are his friend, and prove 
it to him by your kind treatment; he 
needs this to inspire confidence, and 


when that is gained heis your humble 
seruant. 


If yonr horse gets Frighteued at any 
unusual sight or noise, do not whip 
him, for if you do, he will connect the 
whipping with the object that alarmed 
him, and he afraid of it ever after. 
If he merely shies at an object give |! 
him time to examine it, which, with 


‘some encouraging words from the driver, | 


will persuade him to pass it.’ You get 
frightened, too, sometimes, and would 
not like to be whipped for it.—Stock 
Journal,
